Manila, Aug. 15.—8:35 a. m.—A 


force of United States troops from 
Quingua, four miles northeast of Ma- 
lolos, and from Baliuag, near Bus- 
tos, about six miles northeast of 
Quingua, encountered a body of in- 
surgents, estimated at about 500, 
half _ way between Bustos and Quin- 
gua. In the engagement that ensued 
the Filipinos were severely punished 
and scattered. The Americans lost 
one man killed. 


The insurgent force is believed to 


have been under the command of 
General Rio del Pilar and to have 
had in view the tearing up of the 
railway at Bocave and Bigaa, about 
three miles northeast of Dulacan. 


A battalion of the Twenty-first in- 


fantry will be sent to those points 
this afternoon to strengthen the 
railroad guard and to reconnoiter the 
country in the direction of Norzaga- 
ray and on the Bustos road. 


General Wheaton, with the troops 


at Calulut, made a reconnolsance on 
Angeles, about four miles to the 
northwest, where he found 500 of the 
enemy. 
He silenced thfir fire and 


then returned to Calulut.

LABORI'S POCKETS RIFLED. 


The correspondent of the Associat- 


ed Press here obtained complete cor- 
roboration to-day of the statement 
that the pockets of Labori's coat were 
rifled yesterday while he was lying 
on the ground wounded. Not only 
were the pockets of his coat emptied, 
but an attempt was made to steal the 
wallet in which were important 
papers referring to the court-martial, 
including his notes for the cross-ex- 
amination of General Mercier. 
M. 


Labori has himself related the inci- 
dent. 
He had just fallen and saw 


one of the men run to his side. One 
of these said: 


"His coat must be taken off. He 


will be too hot." 


The speaker then took the wounded 


advocate's coat off and another man 
seized the wallet. 
M. Labori, how- 


ever, retained his presence of mind 
and refused to allow the wallet to be 
taken out of his hands, putting it 
under his head for a pillow and hold- 
ing it with one hand. The coat was 
shortly afterwards put on again. 


On arriving at his residence M. La- 


bori asked his wife to look in his 
pockets and see if their contents were 
safe. 
Mme. Labori found the pock- 


ets completely emptied. 


PROOF OF A PLOT. 


Luckily no papers of importance 


were in the pockets, which only con- 
tained personal letters, including 
menacing letters received on the pre- 
vious day. 


The rifling of the lawyer's pockets 


of the papers and the attempt to 
steal his wallet, while no effort was 
made to appropriate his watch or 
money are regarded as clear evidence 
of a plot in which several men were 
implicated. 


The man who actually fired the 


shot, it appears, was only one part of 
the machinery of tho conspirators. 
In spite of the 
extensive 
search 


made for thA would-be assassin, he 
is still at large and the impression is 
gaining ground that he is being aid- 
ed by the anti-Dreyfus country peo- 
ple.

EMPLOYMENT FOR CONVICTS. 


Mishawaka, Ind., Aug. 15.—Con- 


victs at the Indiana prison north are 
now making all their own shoes, 
clothing and tobacco. Each man is 
allowed four ounces of 
tobacco a 


week and hitherto the state has fur- 
nished this. As the authorities were 
obliged to pay the war revenue on 
this, it cost Indiana 33 cents 
a 


pound. 
Now the prison authorities 


raise the tobacco, the prisoners cul- 
tivate it and the weed is put up at 
i cost of 10 cents a pound. The to- 
bacco item alone will save Indiana 
$2,500 a year. The above new fea- 
tures at the prison are the result of 
an investigation by the legislative 
committee into the reports that con- 
victs were breaking down both in 
body and mind from the enforced 
inactivity. Warden Harley was un- 
able to furnish any diversion or em- 
ployment as a result of the contracts 
for convict labor expiring. 
These 


contracts could not be renewed, as 
the state labor organizations opposed 
this system and fought it bitterly, 
finally winning in their efforts. 


CO-OPERATIVE SCHEME. 


Justice Bnllerman at 3 o'clock this 


afteinoon rendered his decision in 
the cases against the Foit Wayne 
ball players who weie charged with 
violating the law against playing on 
Sunday. 
He says it is the opinion 


of the court that the offense proven 
in these cases constitute a misde- 
meanor under the law of this state, 
but the acts done by the defendants 
in playing a game of base ball as 
charged in the affidavit did not affect 
nor abudge the rights, privileges or 
enjoyments of any persons and that 
the amusement that was afforded by 
this game of base ball is not immoral 
and is no different from many other 
forms of amusement which are car- 
ried on each Sunday and wh'rh are 
equally violations Of the law and 
against which no prosecutions have 
been brought. The court regaids the 
playing of base ball as a popular 
form of amusement which does not 
in any way tend to degrade or affect 
the morals of those attending or par- 
ticipating in the playing. The laws 
of Indiana forbid many things as the 
sale of cigars and soda water and the 
entry ing of people to Roblson park. 
All this has been going on without 
molestation and the court brings 
himself to believe that there are few 
if any persons who demand the en- 
forcement of these laws and asserts 
that a majority of the people look 
upon base ball as do many others the 
sale of soda water and to them it is 
no harm or crime and he sees no rea- 
son for prosecuting the ball players 
and allowing other violations to go 
on unmolested. He fixes the fine at 
1 cent and costs against each player.

The plan in- 
cludes n great amount of educational 
work, but in connection with the ac- 
tual operation of the 
co-operative 


plan in building cities and placing 
co-operative farming 
communities. 


In every place where the sentiment 
has developed the projectors propose 
building one of these colonies and it 
will be extended as the finances ad- 
mit. The first of these colonies will 
be established on the shores of Lake 
Erie, near this city, and it is under- 
stood that more than half the money 
required has been pledged by people 
of Toledo. Along the lines of edu- 
cation there are many plans for co- 
operative schools which the projec- 
tors have not fully wrought out. The 
organization now formed has liberal 
financial backing. Mayor Jones last 
night stated that while the brother- 
hood was not as wide as his idea of 
co-operation, it would serve to assist 
in working up the sentiment.

For a year or two, Chicago 
friends say, he has been subject to 
violent outbursts of temper, which 
are attributed to continued ill-health. 
He has been a sufferer fiom Eight's 
disease, and two or three yeais ago 
his mind became slightly deranged 
from the effects of the malady. He 
placed himself in the care of eminent 
specialists who advised a rest and a 
change of scene. After a few weeks 
spent at the home of his father in 
this city he seemed greatly improv- 
ed, and returned to Chicago. Friends 
who have seen him within the, past 
few months, however, have told o* 
his failing health and despondent 
frame of mind. They believe the en- 
croachment of disease drove the 
once brilliant young man into a 
state of mind where he was not re- 
sponsible for his acts, and the ter- 
rible tragedy occurred in one of these 
periods.

from torryism to liberalism but 
further has now embraced the social- 
ist faith. It was true, her ladyship 
stated, that she contemplated at- 
tending liberal meetings, but she 
acknowledged tjlat she had changed 
her views. "I never attend political 
gatherings," she observed. "I con- 
nect myself with no party because it 
would do harm to other matteis in \ 
which I am interested.

WABASH 
AND OTHER LINES 


CAN'T FILL DEMAND. 


THE WHEAT CROP IS IMMENSE 


AND FARMERS ARE ANXIOUS TO 


SELL THE GRAIN. 


NEWS OF THE SHOP AND RAIL 


CONDUCTOR WEED PROMOTED 


IN THE TRAIN SERVICE. 


The Wabash company is being im- 


poituned for grain cars by shippers 
in Illinois and southern Indiana, 
where the grain crop is very heavy. 
Cars are scarce and so far the rail 
way company has been unable to 
supply the demand. The failure in 
the wheat crop did not extend beyond 
a radius of 100 miles of Fort Wayne. 


Concerning the scarcity 
of cars 


this morning's Indianapolis Journal 
has the following to say: 


The railroad officials in this part of 


the country are concerned over the 
outlook for shipment of grain this 
lull because of the scarcity of cars 
and the necessity of unusual facili- 
ties for handling the enormous crops 
ut 
once. Every western 
railroad 


agent in the city is trying to secure 
cais for his road, but is meeting less 
success than expected. The big sys- 
tems tapping the northwest are short 
of cars and grain brokers and rail- 
road men throughout the country are 
apprehensive of the result. A firm 
of local bankers received the follow- 
ing private bulletin from Chicago 
yesterday outlining the cereal outlay 
in the west: 


"A car famine is threatened in 


Kansas and Nebraska. Since the re- 
cent soaking rains that have fallen 
in these states it is said the new corn 
crop is assured and will be phe- 
nomenally large in both states. It is 
estimated that there are in these two 
states 100,000,000 bushels of old 
corn and orders have been issued to 
get this out of the way by marketing 


able. The inability of the roads in 
this respect is causing great rivalry 
Mtween the two states in question. 


Kansas accuses the roads of fa- 


voring 
Nebraska 
and 
Nebraska 


charges that its grain men are not 
supplied with cars because an un- 
usual number are being sent to Kan- 
sas. 
The Union Pacific and the 


Burlington roads are borrowing all 
the cars they can from other com- 
panies, but under present conditions 
few roads are able to lend. As a rule 
all of them have their hands full in 
supplying their own want. 
Accord 


ing to a dispatch from West Superior 
the Great Northern will use about 
20,000 cars in handling this year's 
crop. Northern Pacific is said to have 
11,264 cars at that point ready to 
be sent west and is collecting its 
rolling stock from connecting lines 
in order to be in a position to handle 
a very large business. 


'•Experienced men have been sent 


out over the various lines running 
through the Nebraska com belt, with 
instructions to gather all obtai"able 
information as to the probable yielt 
of the corn crops from a conservative 
standpoint. 
Not one railroad alone 


has made these inquiries, but all of 
them. The number of bushels to be 
handled is placed at 300,000.000. 
and the freight men estimate that to 
handle this vast quantity of corn 
there will be required from 2*0,000 
to 300,000 grain cars, several times 
more than this section of the coun- 
try can muster. 
One representative 


of one of the big roads «said: 'I be- 
lieve it is a very conservative esti- 
mate at 300,000,000 for the corn crop 
yield' 


Women in large numbers are em- 


ployed in northwestern, eastern Ne- 
braska, western Iowa, South Dakota 
and Minnesota grain fields trying to 
save the small grain crop. Such a 
sight was never witnessed in the 
west before. Men and thirteen-year- 
old boys are offered two and three 
dollars a day for this class of labor 
and they cannot be got. 
Employers 


of labor declare that the scarcity of 
male labor is due to the extent of 
railroad building going on wost and 
north. These contractors are paying 
40 per cent, more money for day la- 
borers than they have ever paid be- 
fore and their bids for railroad build- 
ing are all based upon this very cal- 
culation. 
The great demand 
for 


workers in the grain fields has been 
caused by the recent numerous rains 


over the section and shocks of grain 
have been put up time and again 
only to be blown over again. It is 
the wettest small grain harvst in 
this part of the west since 1888. 


•This same excess of moisture that 


threatens the small grain of four 
states with destruction assures one 
of the most extensive corn crops in 
Nebraska, Kansas and Iowa ever 
known. 
Nebraska's 
acreage 
is 


somewhat in excess of eight million 
Kansas is a little more than seven 
million and Iowa's acreage is three 
million.

A COLLAPSIBLE CAB. 


The frequency of lecent railway ac- 


cidents in England, with their at- 
tendant terrible losses of life, has 
stimulated English railway engin- 
eers to devise some plan of preven- 
tion. This the well-known engiiieei, 
W. S. Simpson, has put forward, and. 
as it is favorably regarded by many 
English experts, it is likely to bs 
generally adopted. Mr. Simpson's 
plan is an extremely simple one, so 
simple that it is surprising that it has 
not been thought of before. 
He be- 


lieves that the danger fiom railway 
accidents is in the tendency of the 
modern car to telescope, and in the 
inability of the piesent styles of 
bumpers to take up severe shocks 
and thus prevent such accidents.

In spite of the general opinion 


London and at the cape that hostili- 
ties with the Boers are very close at 
hnml, it is possible that war may be 
averted, although just how it would 
be difficult for anybody to say.

and Kruger, mostly with the former, 
and for that reason little hopes for 
peace seems to be justified.

ing from Berlin that the friends of 
peace now hang their hopes; but it is 
a very weak peg. The ignorant and

If the Boers were a civilized peo-

Back of that, there is a 
stupid and cruel determination to 
hold the advantage they enjoy in 
having: the Outlantiers to pay nearly 
all the expenses of their state, and 
support an army of Boer placemen in 
what for them is luxury besides.

THE 
BRAVES DISPERSED 


GENERAL TORRES. 


Operations Culminated Friday in a 


Series of Engagements in Which 


Indians Were Defeated. *f 


Chicago, Aug. 15.—-A special to the 


Times-Herald from Guaymns, Mex- 
ico, 
says: 


Military operations in the Yaqui 


valley 
culminated on Friday in a 


series of engagements and the final 
rout and dispersal of the Indians. 


The Yaquis in rebellion had con- 


centrated their forces nt Vicam, on 
the south bnnk. 
General Torres be- 


gnu offensive operations on Thurs- 


dny. 
After a sharp engagements the 


Indians fled, leaving thirty dead on 
the field. The Mexican loss was ten 
killed and twenty-two wounded. 


General 
Torres returned to Orrin 


for the night nnd at 4:30 o'clock the 
next morning he began to march to 
Vicam. 
The troops dislodged 
the 


Ynquis nnd killed four. 
Five of the 


twelfth battalion nnd one man of the 
national guard were wounded. 


Following the enemy closely Gen- 


eral Torres found 
another force of 


Indians intrenched behind the bank 
of the irrigation cnnal, where the 
road crosses. 


After half nil hour of fighting the 


Ynquis were driven from their posi- 
tion with a loss of six killed. One 
Mexican sergeant nnd three soldiers 
were wounded. 


The Yaquis nre now scattered in 


small parties, nnd it is not likely 
that they will concentrate again. The 
rest of the campaign will probably 
consist of hunting out the renegndes 
from their hiding places.

GRAIN CAR FAMINE 


W AB ASH 
AND OTHER LINES 


CAN'T FILL DEMAND. 


THE WHEAT CROP IS IMMENSE 


AND FARMERS ARE ANXIOUS TO 


SELL THE GRAIN. 


NEWS OF THE SHOP AND RAIL 


CONDUCTOR WEED PROMOTED 


IN THE TKAIN SERVICE. 


The Wabash company is being im- 


portuned for grain cars by shippers 
in Illinois nnd southern Indiana, 
where the- grain crop is very heavy. 
Cars are scarce and so far tha roil- 
way company has been unable to 
supply the demand. The failure in 
the wheat crop did not extend beyond 
a radius of 100 miles of Fort Wayne. 


Concerning the scarcity 
of cars 


this morning's Indianapolis Journal 
lias the following to say: 


The railroad officials in this part of 


the country are concerned over the 
outlook for shipment of grain ' this 
full because of the scarcity of cars 
:ind the necessity of unusual facili- 


' tics for handling the enormous crops 


lit once. Every western railroad 
agent in the city is trying to secure 
cars for his road, hut is meeting less 
success than expected. The big sys- 
tems tapping the northwest ore shor 
of curs nnd grain brokers and rail- 
road men throughout the country are 
apprehensive of the result. A firm 
of local bankers received the follow- 
ing; private bulletin from Chicago 
yesterday outlining the cereal outlay 
in the west: 


"A car famine is threatened in 


Kansas and Nebraska. Since the re 
cent soaking rains that have fallen 
in these states it is said the new con 
crop is assured and will be phe- 
nomenally large in both states. It ii 
estimated that there are in these two 
states 100,000,000 bushels of old 
corn nnd orders have been issued to 
get this out of the way by marketing 
it as rapidly as possible. Half 
this crop is said to be in first hands 
and half of it is held by speculators 
Rush orders are being sent to the 
railroads for cars in which to trans 
port it. Not more than one-third th 
number of cars required are avail 


.ble. The inability of the roads in I 
his respect is causing great rivalry 
between the two states in question. 


Kansas accuses the roads of fa- 


voring 
Nebraska 
and 
Nebraska 


charges that its graiu men are not 
supplied with cars because an un- 
usual number are being sent tu Kan- 
sas. 
The Union Pacific and the 


Turlington roads are -borrowing all 
the cars they can from other com- 
mnies, but under present conditions 
few roads are able to lend. As a rule 
all of them have their hands full in 
supplying their own want. Accord- 
ng to a dispatch from West Superior 
the Great Northern will use about 
20,000 cars in handling this year's 
crop. Northern Pacific is said to have 
11,264 cars at that point ready to 
ae sent west and is collecting its 
rolling stock from connecting lines 
in order to be in a position to handle 
a very large business. 


Experienced men have been sent 


out over the various lines running 
through the Nebraska corn belt, with 
instructions to gather all obtainable 
information as to the probable yield 
of the corn crops from a conservative 
standpoint. 
Not one railroad alone 


has made these inquiries, but all of 
them. The number of bushels to be 
handled is placed at 300,000,000, 
and the freight men estimate that to 
handle this vast quantity of corn 
there will be required from 2*0,000 
to 300,000 grain cars, several times 
more than this section of the coun- 
try can muster. 
One representative 


of one of the big roads said: 'I be- 
lieve it is a very conservative esti- 
mate at 300,000,000 for the corn crop 
yield.' 


;Women in large numbers are em- 


ployed in northwestern, eastern Ne- 
braska, western Iowa, South Dakot 
and Minnesota grain fields trying to 
save the small groin crop. 
Such 


sight was never witnessed in the 
west before. Men and thirteen-yea1 


old boys are offered two and three 
dollars a day for this class of laboi 
and they cannot be got. 
Employers 


of labor declare that the scarcity of 
male labor is due to the extent o: 
railroad building going on wr-st and 
north. These contractors are paying 
40 per cent, more money for day la 
borers than they have ever paid be^ 
fore and their bids for railroad build 
ing are all based upon this very cal 
culation. 
The great 
demand 
fo: 


workers in the grain fields has been 
caused by the recent numerous rain, 
in this and adjacent states, necessi 
tating reshocking and rushing th 
work to avoid the blight of ru&t and 
smut. 
During the past ten day 


when the small grain harvest o 
northwestern Iowa was at its hlghes 
point, three tornadoes have swop 


ver the section and shocks of grain! 
iavc been put up time and again 
nly to be blown over again. 
It is 


he wettest small grain harvest in 
his part of the west since 1888. 


'This same excess of moisture that 


hreatens the small grain of four 
tatES with destruction assures one 
of the most extensive corn crops in 
Nebraska, Kansas 
und Iowa ever 


known. 
Nebraska's 
acreage 
is 


somewhat in excess of eight million, 
Kansas is a little more than seven 
million and Iowa's acreage is three 
million. At present estimate the 
corn of Nebraska will nearly average 
n yield forty bushels to the acre, 
Kansas will average forty-five and 
Iowa will run close to fifty. Kansas 
and Nebraska will have to exceed

A COLLAPSIBLE CAR. 


The frequency of recent railway ac- 


cidents in England, with their at- 
temUmt terrible losses of life, has 
stimulated English railway engin- 
eers to devise some plan of preven- 
tion. This the well-known engineer. 
W. S. Simpson, has put forward, and, 
os it is favorably regarded by many 
English experts, it is likely to bs 
generally adopted. Mr. Simpson's 
plan is an extremely simple one, so 
simple that it is surprising that it has 
not been thought of before.
